It is becoming ev ident tha t the speeches in 
H av ana cf President Coolidge, former Secretary 
of State Hu ghes and other representativ e cit­ 
izens of ou r cou ntry are going a long way to dis­ 
pel some 
of the dou bt and 
m isu nderstanding 
which has been 
prev alent toward the 
United 
States in Latin-Am erican cou ntries. This is the 
natu ral resu lt of getting better acqu ainted. 
In 
the past the Latin-Am ericans hav e depended a 
great deal for w hat they knew abou t u s u pon 
n^ws- agencies and Eu ropean propa­ 
ganda. 
These sou rces hav e nhtu rally been u n­ 
friendly becau se Eu rope “v iews with alarm ” the 
inroads which Uncle Sam is m aking on Sou th 
American trade and will do ev ery thing possible 
to create friction and m isu nderstanding between 
the United States and Latin-America. 
U nfor­ 
tu nately these Eu ropean agencies hav e not been 
withou t v alu able aid in the United States. Some 
of ou r own so-called liberals hav e joined the “de­ 
tract America” mov ement and hav e aided'in ev ­ 
ery way possible the prom u lgation of the absu rd 
charge tha t Uncle Sam has imperialistic inten­ 
tions in Sou th and Central America. 


“In the spirit of Christopher Colu mbu s all cf 
the Americas hav e a bond of 
eternal u nity ,” 
President Coolidge said, “a common heritage oe- 
qu eathed to u s alone. 
Unless we together re­ 
deem the promise which his v oy age held 
for 
hu m anity , it m u st forev er rem ain v oid. 
This is 
the destiny which Pan-Am erica has been chosen 
to fu lfill.” 


“It is the firm policy of the United States,” 
said Mr. Hu ghes, “to respect the territorial in­ 
tegrity of the American repu blics. 
We hav e no 
policy of aggression. 
We wish for all of them 
* * strength and not weakness. 
W hat a fatu ou s 
idea it wou ld be to think tha t the United States 
desired tha t any of the states shou ld be weak, 
or the prey of disorder. 
There is no promise for 
the United States in that. We do not wish their 


territory . 
We hav e 
trou ble enou gh at 
home 
w ithou t seeking responsibility abroad. 


“The rights we assert for ou rselv es we accord 
to others. Nothing cou ld be happier for the Uni­ 
ted States than 
tha t all the 
cou ntries in the 
region of the Caribbean shou ld be strong, self 
su fficient, fu lfilling their destiny , settling their 
problems with peace at home and the fu lfillment 
of their obligations abroad. It is in the strength 
of these powers as equ al and responsible states 
and not in the weakness of any tha t lies ou r 
confidence for fu tu re tranqu ility and the m u tu al 
benefits of intercou rse.” 


There is mu ch good sense and plain tru th in 
all of the abov e qu oted statem ents. 
We m u st 
clear the atm osphere and then see tha t it is not 
again befogged by m isu nderstanding and false 
propaganda.

* * tion, Kent was asked: 
“ How did y ou, a Democrat, ev er 
get elected in Pennsy lv ania?”

Did the people 
get what I meant? 
You bet they 
did!

“ In 19 24, during the Republican 
landslide, they counted me out in 
districts that were positiv ely mine. 
This tim e I serv ed notice that they 
hadn't better try it again, paid $200 
for watchers and won by 1500 v otes. 
I’v e got the great independent dis­ 
trict of Pennsy lv ania, which has 
nev er been debauched. 
“ When I tell the railroad men, 
farmers, miners and factory work­ 
ers there that the Pennsy lv ania tax 
sy stem hits widows worst of all— 
especially widows forced out to

We have trouble enough at home 


without seeking responsibility abroad, 


"The rights we assert for ourselves we accord 


toothers. Nothing could be happier for the Uni- 
ted States than that all the countries hi the 
region of the Caribbean should be strong, self 
sufficient, fulfilling their destiny, settling their 
problems with peace at home and the fulfillment 
of their obligat'qtM abroad. It is in the strength 
of these powers as equal and responsible states 
and not in the weakness of any that lies our 
confidence for future tranquility and the mutual 
benefits of intercourse.'' 


There is much good sense and plain truth in 


all of the above quoted statements. 
We must 


clear the atmosphere and then see that it is not 
again befogged by misunderstanding and false 
propaganda.

Despite the many statements coming from 


every 
side, including 
government officials, 


economic experts, business men and Industrial 
leaders, that 1928 seems destined to be a pros- 
perous year, there are still many voices which 
bring about an undercurrent of pessimism.

for success and good investments as there is in 
the largest cities of the country. 
All that is 


necessary is confidence, ability and work—and 
these three go hand in hand with optimism.

Bartholomew Couty Has Bunch 


of "Ghost Farms" in Western 
Part, That no One Claims 


WERE BOUGHT DURING 


WORLD WAR BOOM 


Columbus, Ind., Feb. 1—<u.R>— 


"Ghost farms" in the western 
part of Bartholomew county pre- 
sent a problem to County Asses- 
sor Alonzo B. Coons. Nobody will 
claim the farms, so no taxes are 
paid on them. The county can, 
in such cases take possession of 
the land, but every tract it takes, 
cuts into 
assessed valuation 


which in turn affects the amount 
of taxes collected. 


Recently the assessor inspect- 


ed a number of the ownerless 
farms and found that 
some 


had good buildings, but for var- 
ious reasons their tenants had 
unceremoniously left. Land in 
the western part of the county 
is not as productive as in other 
sections, which 
operated to 


make more difficult the task of 
profitable farming. 


Some of the land now aban- 


doned was bought in the boom 
period following the world war, 
prices paid being so high that 
buyers-were unable to make the 
land pay anything like a reason- 
able return on their 
invest- 


ments.
